OBIP OK THB OLD BLOCK. 


Three deaths were reported among 


the Spanish prisoners during the past 
twenty-four boors and Medical Inspec- 
tor Persons {informed the Herald that 
he expected another death this morn- 
ing. The remains of one of tbe unfor- 
tunates were buried on Friday and tbe 
other two were buried this morning. 
There are many patients suffering from 
•evere colds as a result of tbe sudden 
change and at least three are now ill 
with pneumonia, which was given as 
the cause of two deaths on Friday. 
When the present improvements now 
being completed are in use the camp 
will be complete. 


Tho sultry weather of the past few 


days has done much toward discourag- 
ing those on the road to recovery. Only 
with a cool ocean wind do the sick im- 
prove 
The bodies of the dead are 


dissected and examined for a special 
study of tbe peculiar fever with which 
tbe system has beoome impregnated. 


In the stockade the officers on duty 


today were busily engaged in separat- 
ing tbe petit officers from the prisoners 
and supplying them with separate quar- 
ters, recently constructed for that pur- 
pose. 


Officers Kane and Hatch are on duty 


today and have charge of the camp and 
marine barracks. A new telephone line 
connecting the guard house with Col. 
Forney's quarters has been established, 
and is of much assistance to the officers, 
saving considerable unnecessary travel. 
Hereafter the passes issued to specta- 
tors admitting them to approach within 
the marine guard limits and a short 
distance from tbe stockade will be re? 
voked and no one will bp allowed he- 
yond the reservoir, a "distance of one- 
half mile away. This will be a disap- 
pointment to many, but must be ac- 
cepted, as some of those admitted have 
abused the privilege granted, and have 
no one to blame but themselves. To- 


day, 
although hot in the sun, a cool 


breeze from the water has been blowing 
through the camp and the prisoners 
have been engaged basking in the pa 
yilion recently erected as a play and 
mess hall for them. No more trouble 
has been experienced with the prison- 
ers, and all are coutjat with their situ- 
ation. 


Tbe fact that a large supply of tobac- 


co was sent to the prisoners this week 
| has occasioned considerable feeling 
among the marine guard who guard the 
camp. 


Nearly 100 of the men who comprise 


the guard saw service at Quautanamo 
and have not been paid by the govern- 
ment for nearly five months. 


In speaking of the matter a peri-on 


well acquainted with the state of affairs 
said tbe prisoners were faring better 
than the men guarding them, and the 
marines who had seen active service at 
the front seemed to be forgotten. He 
said: 


These men went to the fro at and 


did their duty nobly, but now owir.g 
to the foot that their pay rolls are still 
io Cuba they are without tobacco or 
money to purchase any. The prisoners 
are supplied with it bnt onr men who 
are doing tbe work and Buffering the 
hardships are forced to go without it.' 


A rumor was current at the navy yard

"We cauuot, in actual practice, apply 


(ho manure to crops as we make it, 
though we would desire to do BO. As it 
is done in actual practice, the manure 
is thrown out of the. stables and gener- 
ally scattered over the yard to remain 
until needed or a convenient time 
comes to haul it out on the land. The 
iky is the roof, and the rains and snows 
descend and leach away the very best 
and most valuable ingredients. Roofed 
or covered manure yards wore not ap- 
proved of by our older authorities. 
Even so great an agricultural authority 
as Professor Storer speaks in a rather 
deprecatory way of covered manure 
»heds. Of late there has been a general 
revibion of opinion along this line, siuue 
intelligent practice by actual farmers 
has proved the contrary of the general 
preconceived opinion.

Some laud plaster should bo used in 


the stable and on the yard to absorb the 
odors. Dissolved Kouth Carolina rock 
can bo biibititutt'd, us it is in fact land 
plaster with \2 to 14 per cent of avail- 
able phosphoric acid. Plaster generally 
costs $(i to $7 per ton, while the dis- 
solved rock can be bought close to sea- 
board for ?10 to $11 per ton, and by 
using it iu this way it balances np the 
manure better, as it otherwise has an 
excess of citroseu, and the phosphorii 
acid costs only 1 2-3 cents per pound 
counting the plaster at $7 per ton. This 
plaster or rock will capture and hold al 
the ammonia that might otherwise es 
capo during the process of fermentation. 


Manure made and cared for iu this 


way is valuable enough to be applied 
with care, and four tons per acre prop 
erly distributed ii sufficient for any or 
diuary farm crop, and each crop should 
have about that much, which would 
make Id tons iu the course of the threi 
year rotation. By using the manure 
spreader this can be BO ^venly distributed 
that each plant Mill get its share o: 
food, and none will gut an overdose. 
Topdresmug is preferable whenever 
does not interfere with the tillage of an 
intercultural drop. By having the ma- 
nure sheltered we can apply it just 
when the crop is most in need of it or 
when uioat convenient to ourselves. Let 
us uot forget the manure crop while we 
care particularly for all other crops and 
tools.

W. T. Swingle of the department of 


agriculture makes the following recom- 
mendations in a farmers' bulletin: 
' It has beeu found that stinking smut 
of wheat cau bo prevented by treating 
the seed with corrosive sublimate, one 
pouud to 50 gallons of water. The seed 
is piled on a floor or on canvas and thor- 
oughly sprinkled, every grain being 
wetted over its entire surface. Corrosive 
sublimate is poisonous, and great care 
should bo exercised in using it. 


Stinking grant pf wheat and covered 


barley mint cau be prevented by soak- 
ing the seed 12 hours in a solution made 
by diMsolviivi one pound of commercial 
copper sulphate in 24 gallons of water 
and then.immersing the seed for five 
minutes in Hmcwater. 


Tho formalin treatment has been 


found very effect iro ip preventing stink- 
ing smuts of whclit and oat smut. 
It 


consists in soaking tho. scc-d for two 
hours iu .a solution of one pound of 
formalin to 50 to 60 gallons of water. 
The strong formalin is poisonous, and 
great caro should be exercised in its use. 


Tho stinking smuts of wheat and oar 


smut can also bo prevented by treating 
the wed with hot water at 132 degrees 
for ton miuntoo. 


Loose suint of wheat and barley flinnt* 


can be prevented by soaking tho seed in 
cold water for four hours, allowing it to 
stand four baiurfl more in wet sack*, and 
then treating for flvo minute* in water 
at 132 degrees.
